I 
shall pretend to be asleep in my cor- 
ner with the collar of your coat pulled 
up about my face and your cap down 
over my eyes. You say, with a groan 
of despair, ‘I am caught at last, but I 
will not live to go to the mines!’ 
While they are removing you I shall 
watch for an opportunity to get away 
before they discover their mistake.” 

When the scheme was first proposed 
to me I had not the remotest idea of 
perpetrating it.

After the hogs have been dipped or 
sprayed they should be turned into a 
clean Jot that has never been used for 
hogs, and the old quarters should be 
abandoned, or if this is not practic- 
abl, every particle of bedding and 
litter in the yards must be raked, 
swept up and burned, and every foot 
of ground in the yards and the fences 
and sleeping quarters, as well, thor- 
oughly sprayed with a strong disin- 
fectant. 

Kerosene emulsion, which {s cheap, 
can be used in this way to advantage. 

The hogs should not be returned to 
the old quarters for several weeks, and 
a second spraying or even a third be- 
fore the hogs are turned in is ad- 
visable. 

If the hogs are allowed to occupy 
the same pens and sleeping quarters 
year after year, which are not fre- 
quently cleaned and sprayed as above 
suggested, lice will surely get into the 
herd. 

As this parasite muitiplies with tre- 
Mendous rapidity it only takes a short 
time to thoroughly infest hogs so that 
their thrift will be impeded. 

The hog louse affects no other ani- 
mal, but devotes his entire time and 
attention to the swine. While he 
is quite tenacious in the efforts to live, 
stil a moderate application of dips 
and sprays and the burning of old 
bedding and whitewashing of the in- 
terlors of sleeping quarters will quick- 
ly put him out of husjness.

Many farmers do not realize that 
lice are a source of tremendous loss 
in the raising of hogs. They worry 
the animals and prevent their feeding 
well, and in many cases produce sores 
or eruptions which naturally retard 
growth. 

It is not difficult to rid the pig of 
lice by dipping or spraying, but these 
remedies ar§ of no use unless the 
pens and sleeping quarters are rid of 
the lice as Well. 

The best dip to use is some of the 
tar solutions, as they are harmless. 
We do not believe in kerosene emul- 
sion because unless great care is tak- 
en to keep the solution very weak the 
animals will blister if allowed to run 
in the hot sun after being sprayed. 

When a Bunch of Bogs is badly in- 
fested the apimals should be dipped, 
although spfaying may be used, pro- 
vided the hogs are tied and thrown 
so that the spray may cover every 
portion of the body.

Despite the -cold weather a large 
crowd assembled at Aunspolis on 
Wednesday of thie week ¢o see Philip 
Lee Golasborungh intrndaced into of- 
feu as the Governor of this State.

FOOL-PROOF AIRSHIP 


Meet—Last Year A Busy One—Election Of | Retires After Service Of Twonty-Elght | tavented By Wrights After Experimenting 


Secrotly Since May, Aviators Finally 
Give Their Approval. 


The Wright brothers according to 
late nowe have made the aeroplane 
tool -· proof. 

The device by means of which an 
aviator can fiy withont concerning 
himself in the least about turning a 
somersault in his aeroplane has been 
practically perfected and demonstrat- 

ed at Dayton. A. L. Welsh, one of the 
pioneer Wright fliers, anm: unced at 
the Manhattan Hotel that he had 
flown a oraft equipped with the device 
recently for over half an hour in a 
stiff wind with complete success. 

It was practically in order to per- 
fect this automatio stability device 
that the Wrights conducted their ex- 
| periments at Kitty Hawk, N. O., last 
tall. The successfol completion of 
| the device is a result that has been 
| sought by experimenters in every part 
| of the world ever since the Wrights 
| brought ont the areoplane. It means 
that any man oan step in a flying ma- 
chine and pilot it through the air 
with as much ease as he can pilot a 
motorboat. 


j Balancing Skill Unnecessary. 

The balancing skill which has 
hitherto made good aviators so rare 
and has made flying so dangerous is 
no longer necessary with the aid of 
this device. It brings the driving 
of fying machines practically within 
the range of any ordinary peraon’s 
capability withcutan intricate know- 
ledge of aeronantios. 

The device is so small that it 
scarcely can be detected even by those 
who are familiar with aeroplanes. It 
consists of a small steel bar weighing 
less than foar ounces which hanga as 
a-pendulum from an arm which pro- 
Jeote from under the operator's seat. 
This peudulam is set so delicately 
that it responds to the slightest de- 
viation of the aeroplane from the 
horizontal laterally. 

If the craft is thrown from ita bal- 
anoe only the fraction of an inch the 
movement of the pendulum causes 
two small valves to open, which make 
either a miniature tank of pompress- 
ed air or the compression from the 
engine force a piston back and forth 
which communicates with the warp- 
ing levers and distorts the ends of the 
areroplane s^ as to throw the craft 
back to a horizontal position, The 
device causes the levars to do what 
has hitherto been done by tha hand of 
the operator. 


Experimenting Since May. 


“It is new with us,“ said Mr, 
Welsh. We have been experiment- 
ing with this device at Dayton sinos 
last May But it ia only wishin the 
past month that the Wrights have 
been willlag to set the final stamp of 
their approval upon the mechanism. 
They are never willing to permit a 
thing to be given to the publio for 
use until they have folly and ade- 
quately demonstrated to their own 
satisfaction that it is just what they 
wish it to ve. The fact that they are 
willing to place it on any machine 
for any person who dosires it shows 
that they are thoroughly satisfied 
with it.’ 

“I think the perfection of this ap- 
paratus for practical use on aeroplan- 
os marks a treméndous step in the 
evolution of the fying machine. In 
its essence it means that a man who 
has been taught to start the engine 
and who has been drilled in the art 
of leaving the ground and landing 
with reasonable skill oan drive the 
aeroplane with complete safety.

GOOD ROADS THE GRY 


Court House Filed And Me And More— Taxpayers’ 
Meeting A Success. 
Well, do the people of Wicomico 


want good roads? We should smile. 
The meeting called at the Court House 


‘on Tuesday cf this week by the Board 


of County Commissioners for the pur 
pose of deciding upon the future road 
poltoy of thie County, waa a tremend. 
oua dude batt: from the standpoint 
of attendance and interest shown. 

Early in the murning the towu be- 
gan to fill with taxpayers who had 
come to attend this meeting, and by 
tha time it was called, the capacity of 
the Court Honsa was very much over- 
taxed, there hardly being standing 
room. 

And as to the interest, those who 
attended the meeting could mot help 
remarking upov the deep interest 
shown: Some had said that our people 
were getting tired of the Good Roada 
proposition and prophesied that bat 
little interest would be shown. That 
these were mistaken must be apparent 
to everybody, as a matter of fact, it 
in the liveliest question before the peo- 
ple today, aud will continue to be un- 
til our roads all over the County have 
be served with gond roads. 

A remarkable thing about the meet- 
ing was that vot a single volce was 
tained against the propositiun of con- 
tinuing the good work. On the con. 
trary, it was very evident that every 
Person present was enthasiastically in 
favor of going uhead. The meeting 
was galled to order bv Mr. Cooper, 
presidentjof the Board of Oounty Com- 
missionera, who briefly expluiued the 
purpose of the meeting, and who acted 
as cha'rman during the session. 

Mr. Olark gave a very foll and 
comprehensive report of how much 
money had heen spent in each district 
of the Connty, and for what it had 
been spent. Thie report was a sur- 
prise to a grent many district meu and 
it is believed will go far iu showing 
the people just what the Commission- 
ers have been doing. 

Another thing that the meeting did 
was to show the taxpayers what a big 
proposition the Commissioners wee 
up against, and to a very great extent 
will allay the feelings of many that 
they haga not had a square deal. It 
wns a very interesting and inetractive 
thiug to see big taxpayers from every 


section of the County asking that help, 


be extended to them on the building 
of good roads. and it must have im- 
pressed enoh district when they saw 
that every section was asking for the 
same thing they themselves were 
fighting for. An idea aleo of the 
ntupenduons task before our Buard of 
Commissioners in satisfying all of 
these demands was brought home to 
eath man there. A statement of 
finances of the County was made and 
from thi» it was apparent to all if the 
work was to go on means must be pro- 
vided. This was the question that 
caused the most disnussion. All were 
in favor of continuing, hut all were 
in favor of meane baing provided and 
at onos. 

Some, bowever, thought that the 
policy of pay ae yru go“ should be 
adopted, while others favored the plan 
of bonding the County in order tu pro- 
vide fanda for the building of our 
highways. This question was freely 
discussed pro and con and it was ovi- 
dent that a considerable difference of 
opinion existed as to the best method 
to be pursued. i 

A committee was finally appointed 
by the obairman to devise some plan 
to raiso the money. This committee, 
conalating of Messrs. Thos. Perry, 8, 
A. Graham nod Jay Williams, recom- 
mended a bond issue, and a tentative 
plan to distribute the money a raised 
to the various districts as per their 
mileage of roads. After considerable 
discossion this report was udopted. -If 
thia course is adopted then a bill will 
be prepared and our representatives at 
Annapolis will be asked to have it 
passed, This measure, if passed, will 
provide that a speoiul election be held 
in order that the taxpayer of the 
County can settle the question of bond- 
ing the County for thie purpose, This 
election, If held, will ocour probably 
some time in February so that the 
work unn be poshed at orce. It is 
proposed, if posalble, to ro arrange 
this bill that the oost will be kept 
down toa minimom sum, If the meet. 
ing held thia week signifies anything 
it will mean that this election will 
prove a very warm one with sincere 
advocates on both sides, The question, 
however, had not been fully coneld- 
ered by those present at the time of 
the meetiug and when all have bad a 
chance to think over the matter, sen. 
timent will probably be much more 
centered than at the present date, 

President Cooper also called the at- 
tention of those present to the large 
burdou pot on the taxpayers by the 
holdtog of #0 many elections in the 
State, and that this could be remedied | 
without any loss to the people if the 
Conatitption was sọ amended as todo 
away with a part of them. This ef 
oaltion recelved much, hearty suppor 
and a motion was oarried in favor of 
making saoh a change.

This little root must work its way 
down into the ground, beth to feed 
and to hold in place the little plant. 
If the ground is not well prepared. if 
it is too hard and cloddy, the little

The tiny leaf, too, which must push 
upward, needs a soil that is soft and 
loose, if it is not to be injured. 

Plant a few seeds in a bed of wet 
sawdust, and you -will soon see, 
branching out from the main root, 
many little rootlets.
